Speaking of the present status of

Clark declared that thare was no use 
in getting panicky over it and that 
there is not such a lot of the disease 
down here although his office had 
made approximately 125 long dis- 
tance trips in the four counties in re 
sponse to calls within the last three 
weeks. 


"We are only averaging four or 


five cases a day in these four coun- 
ties," said the speaker, "and there 
is not such, a lot of it. . Again it ap- 
pears that the disease only affects 
about three or four per cent of the 
toildren so there are some extenuat- 
ing phases as against some of the 
awful features of the disease'and the" 
readiness with which it is communi- 
cated."

revolution—wroncs which, could not be 
effectually checked so IOUR as there 
was no constituted power in Mexico 
which was in a position to check'them 
We could not act directly in tnat mat- 
ter ourselves without denying Mexi- 
cans the right to any revolution nt all 
which disturbed us and making the 
emancipation of her own people await 
our own Interest and convenience 


For it is their emancipation thnt they 


are seeking-bllndly. it may be and as 
yet Ineffectually, but with profound and 
passionate purpose and within their un- 
questionable right, apply what true 
American principle you will-any prin- 
ciple that an American would publicly 
avow. The people of Mexico have uot 
been suffered to own their own conntxv 
or direct their own institutions. Outsid- 
ers, men out of other nations nnd with 
Interests too often alien to their own 
have dictated what their privileges and 
opportunities 
should 
be and 
who 


should control their land, their lives 
and their resources-some of them 
Americans, pressing for things thev 
could never have got in their own 
country. Tue Mexican people arc en- 
titled to attempt their liberty from 
such influences, and so long as I have 
anything to do with the action of our 
great government I shall do evprythlnr 
"* "V puntu- LU prevent nnv one stand- 
ing in their way. 1 know that this is 
hard for sonio persons to understand 
but It is not bard for the plain people 
of the United States to understand. It 
is hard doctrine only for those who 
wish to get something for themselves 
out of Mexico. There are men, and 
noble women, too, not a few, of our 
own people, thank God, whose for- 
tunes are invested ifi great properties 
in Mexico who yet see thc case with 
true vision and assess its issues with 
true American feeling. The'rest can 
be left for the present out of the 
reckoning until this enslaved people 
has had its day of struggle toward the 
light. I have heard no one who was 
free from such Influences propose In- 
terfer. nee by the United States with 
the Internal affairs of Mexico. Cer- 
tainly no friend of the Mexican people 
has proposed it 


Tried to Act Fairly. 


The people of the United States arp 


capable of preat tsympatbies and u 
noble pity in dealnur with problems 
of this kind. As their spokesman and 
representative I have tried to art In 
the spirit they would wish me show. 
The people of Mexico are striving for 
the rights that are fundamental to life 
and happiness—13.000.000 
oppressed 


men. 
overburdened-women nnd pitiful 


children in virtual bondage in their 
own home of fertile lands and inex- 
haustible treasure. Some of the lead- 
ers of the revclution may often have 
been mistaken and violent and nclflsh 
but the revolution Itself wa« Inevitable 
and Is right. The unspeakable Huerta 
betrayed the very comrades be served, 
traitorously overthrew tbf snvemmtra' 
of which be was a trusted part.

It will not brine us into 
their presence slowly, gently, with cer- 
emonlous Introduction, but suddenly 
and at once the moment the war In 
Europe Is over.

We must be ready to mobi- 
lize onr resources alike of brains and 
of materials. 


It is not a future to bo afraid of. It 


is, rather, n future to stimulate and 
exdte us to tbe display of the best 
powers that are in us. Wo may enter 
it with confidence when we are sure 
that we understand It. and we have 
provided ourselves already with the 
means of understanding it. 


Look first at what it will be neces- 


sary that the nations of the world 
should do to make the days to come 
tolerable and fit to live and work In, 
and then look at our part in what is 
to follow and our own duty o$ prepara- 
tion.
